AN ANNIVERSARY OF 
ACHIEVEMENT 


Just a year ago this week 
the American newspapers 
launched the Victory Pulp- 
wood Campaign in response 
to an appeal from. Donald 
M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Production Board. 

At that time the pulp- 
wood production picture was 
drab indeed. The nation’s 
pulpwood supply has stead- 
ily been dwindling since the 
fall of 1942 while military 
and essential civilian needs 
for paper and other pulp- 
wood products had been as 
steadily rising. 

Although the emergency 
is not yet past, we are happy 
to report that real progress 
has been made during the 
twelve months that The 
Clipper and other newspa- 
pers in pulpwood areas have 
been supporting this war 
sampaign. 

The trend in pulpwood 
production has been revers- 
ed. Receipts this yaer are 
consistently better than last 
year and in some months on 
a par with 1942 when pulp- 
wood production reached 
its highest peaks. However, 
pulpwood inventories all but 
disappeared during the lean 
months of 1943 and military 
requirements for paper and 
other pulpwood products 
have exceeded earlier Goy- 
ernment estimates. 

We are not yet out of the 
woods— literally or figura- 
tively. In fact, WPB officials 
report that the victory tem- 
po of our military services 
has increased the demands 
for pulpwood—now a wat 
material of the highest pri- 
ority. 

As a pulpwood-producing 
area, this county and our 
neighboring counties can be 
proud of our achievements 
during the past year. With- 


out the aid of our farmers, 
we could not have made 
such progress. But, like our 
boys in uniform, we’re not 
celebrating yet but rather 
digging in for the rest of 


1944 or until the war is won. 

Mr. Nelson, you can count 
on this community to cut its 
share of the needed 16,000,- 
000 cords this year.

THE PRIEST IN THE LIFE 
OF ISRAEL 

LESSON TEXT--I Samuel 2:27-30, 35; 
4:12-18, 

GOLDEN TEXT—For every high priest 
taken from among men is ordained for 
men in things pertaining to God.— 
Hebrews 5:1, 

Failure to observe God's law in- 
evitably brings disaster. That is 
true in the family, and in the nation, 
It follows even though the man who 
sins {s in a high and favored position 
in God's service. 

Our lesson which brings before us 
the work of the priest in Israel also 
reminds us of the sacred relationship 
of father and son, These are im- 
portant matters inviting our careful 
study, 

I. A Holy Calling: (2:27, 28). 

Eli was the high priest in Israel, 
an office ordained of God, and by 
Him established in the household of 
Aaron. The priest was to stand be- 
tween God and man, there to seek 
His forgiveness for the sins of the 
people, and His grace and mercy 
upon them. He was to teach them 
the law of God and to seek for them 
divine guidance, He was subject to 
special laws, and had great privi- 
leges of service. 

Such a man must not only be holy 
himself, but unusually diligent about 
properly rearing his sons who would 
follow him in this office, which was 
by God's ordinance an hereditary 
one. He had to be both a good 
minister and a good father. Eli was 
the former, but he failed as a father. 

In the New Testament, Christ be- 
comes our High Priest (Heb. 7:26; 
9:11), and those who minister for 
Him are to bring men to Him—the 
“one Mediator between God and 
Man” (I Tim. 2:5; Heb. 9:15). In 
this new covenant the minister has 
a high and holy calling, but it also 
is made clear that all believers have 
the liberty to come boldly to the 
throne of grace (Heb. 4:16); hence 
they too are called ‘‘a holy priest- 
hood” (I Pet. 2:5). 

IW, A High Responsibility 
30, 35). 

As already suggested, Eli was evi- 
dently a man of personal piety and 
integrity in office. We honor him 
for that, but we regret his failure 
to properly rear his sons who were 
to succeed him. 

It is not enough to meet one phase 
of our responsibility before God and 
then, because of our faithfulness 
there to seek to justify weakness 
elsewhere. One sometimes hears 
the expression, ‘‘But he is such a 
good man,”’ as an excuse for failure, 
but it just will not do. 

Eli did remonstrate with his boys, 
but he waited until it was too late— 
or did it in such a way and at such 
a time as to be ineffective. His 
failure at this point is declared (v. 
29) to be a placing of his sons above 
God in his thinking. 

What a solemn warning to indul- 
gent parents! ‘‘Not to rule and re- 
strain our children, to give them 
their own way, is to honor them 
more than God. Ere we think it, 
weakness becomes wickedness in 
ourselves and in our children too.” 
God has ‘tmade every parent. .,.a 
king in his home, that he may. . . 
command his children in the way 
of the Lord’”’ (Andrew Murray). 

God will not permit such sin and 
failure to pass unnoticed. He will 
set aside those who fail Him (v. 30) 
and bring them into judgment. He 
has others who are willing to serve 
Him (v. 35). Evidently young Sam- 
uel was the one in mind here. 

It is both significant and encour- 
aging to note that in the midst of 
the wicked and immoral surround- 
ings created by Eli's sons, God had 
the tender vine of His own planting 
—the life of the boy Samuel, grow- 
ing up in the temple. He was al- 
ready hearing God’s voice and 
learning to obey the call. 

Il. A Heavy Judgment (4:12-18). 

The Israelites went out to battle 
against the Philistiaes. Meeting de- 
feat, they thought to gain victory by 
bringing the ark of the covenant into 
battle, and who had the effrontery 
to appear as “priests’’ with the ark 
but the ark was lost to the heathen 

Swift and awful was the judgment 
of God. Not only was there defeat, 
but the ark was lost to the heathen 
Philistines, and the two sons of Eli 
were killed. When Eli heard the 
news of what had taken place, he 
too fell and died. Here was the 
tragic end of a life that had begun 
with promise, and all because of 
weakness, failure and sin. 

There is a pointed lesson here for 
us. The people of Israel depended 
on the ark itself, an outward symbol] 
of godliness, when there was no 
spiritual life in the heart—and they 
went down to failure. Will we go 
through the motions of religious ex- 
ercises, talk easily of prayer, appoint 
men who please our itching ears 
(II Tim. 4:3) to preach to us, and 
then go on our careless, worldly, 
indifferent way, supposing that our 
formal religion will save us? Paul 
tells us in II Timothy 3:1-5 that ‘‘hav- 
ing a form of godliness but deny- 
ing the power thereof” is a sign 
of the “last days,” of “perilous 
times’’ which have come upon us. 
May God save us!

It makes us fellows feel 
good to hear of you people 
of Coffee County buying so 
many war bonds and con- 
tributing so generously to 
the Red Cross. We feel that 
you are well behind us, so 
keep up the good work. 

l had the pleasure of see- 
ing General MacArthur a 
couple of weeks ago. He 
came over and_ inspected 
our camp area. He seemed 
to be well pleased with our 
camp and the morale of the 
fellows. We had a tough job 
getting the camp erected 
and decent enough to live in. 

We have fairly good eats 
and see a movie almost ‘ev- 
ery night—'that is, every 
night we are _ fortunate 
enough to be in the base 
camp. But that doesn’t 
make too much difference 
with us, because we realize 
we came over to do our im- 
portant job and can’t go 
home until it is completed. 
So if you people keep up the 
good work on the home 
front, you can rest assured 
that we'll do our part. 

General MacArthur said 
when he gave up and with- 
drew from the Philippines, 
that he would go back to 
stay—and you can bet your 
life he’ll keep his word, and 
I’m sure every individual 
soldier under his command 
will give him his coopera- 
tion to the fullest extent, 
and we'll dig those rats out 
of their foxholes and beat 
them at their own game. 

I hope to have the pleas- 
ure of writing again soon.

Nazi Crisis Heightens as Allies 
Break East-West Defense Fronts; 
U.S.Tightens Net on New Guinea

EUROPE: 
Yank Break-Through 


With the harassed Germans hold- 
ing down British gains on the east- 
ern end of the Normandy beachhead, 
U. S. troops unloosed a powerful as- 
sault on the western sector to break 
through the Nazis’ first-line defenses 
and force an enemy withdrawal along 
& 40-mile front. 

With heavy bombers preparing the 
ground for the big offensive with an 
earth-shaking attack that buried 
many of the German soldiers and 
showered dirt over their guns, U. S. 
armored forces then rode into bat- 
tle to exploit the breach in the de- 
fenses. As the enemy pulled out, 
U. S. fighters and fighter-bombers 
swooped low to shoot up the retreat- 
ing columns. 

On the eastern end of the front, 
Nazi Marshal Rommel threw in a 
succession of counter-attacks to cur- 
tail the British advance south olf 
Caen, with fighting see-sawing as 
one side would go into action when 
the force of the other’s initial as- 
sault had been worn off, 


As Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, 61, 
watched the ground forces he had 
built up in action in Normandy, he 
was killed by enemy fire. 

Renowned for having reorganized 
the old “square” division of 20,000 
men into the modern “triangular” 
unit of 15,000, and one of the lead- 
ers in the development of powerful, 
mobile anti-tank guns to combat the 
armored battle-wagons, General Mc- 
Nair had received Gen. George Mar- 
shall’s praise as the “brains of the 
army.” 

A soldier for 41 years and veteran 
of the Mexican campaign and World 
War I, General McNair was com- 
mander of U. S. ground forces be- 
fore being sent abroad recently ona 
secret assignment. While observing 
the North African fighting in 1943, 
he was wounded by shell fragments. 


Near Warsaw 

Capital of old Poland and deep 
inside the Germans’ defense lines, 
the ancient city of Warsaw rever- 
berated to Russian guns as the 
Reds pressed their offensive on the 
central sector of the 800-mile east- 
ern front. 

While the Russian spearheads 
pointed almost halfway across old 
Poland, Allied troops drew up in 
Italy for a grand assault upon the 
enemy's ‘Gothic Line,”’ first of his 
defenses guarding the northern 
plains. Taking advantage of the 
mountainous terrain on the ap- 
proaches to their new fortification 
system, the Germans resisted stub- 
bornly in heavy delaying action. 

As German lines stiffened on the 
northern end of the eastern front, 
and Hungarian troops slowed up the 
Russ drive in the Carpathian foot- 
hills in the south, the full weight 
of the Reds’ advance was thrown 
into the central sector, where the 
open plains gave the Nazis no natu- 
ral cover. 


DROUTH: 


Partly Broken 


Although varying rainfall broke an 
extended drouth in the Ohio and 
middle Mississippi river valleys to 
help bumper plantings along, the 
eastern coastal sector from New 
England to Maryland suffered from 
continuing dry weather. 

With corn tasseling and new ears 
appearing; soybeans starting to fill, 
and pastures drying, the wet weath- 
er arrived in the Midwest at a criti- 
cal time. 

Although the rainfall pushed the 
corn along in Kansas, an important 
part of the estimated 207,918,000 
bushel wheat crop was threatened 
with ruin by moisture as it lay in 
the field because of a lateness in 
harvesting and shortage of facilities 
for moving the grain to market. 


HIGHLIGHTS 


PACIFIC: 
Japs Wilt 


Bringing all of their superior fire- 
power into play, U. S. forces in the 
far Pacific continued to tighten their 
foothold on Japan's inner ring of de- 
fenses around the Marianas islands, 
while farther to the south in New 
Guinea desperate enemy detach- 
ments tried futilely to crack the iron 
ring General MacArthur has been 
fastening about them. 


As big U. S. naval guns tore into 
enemy emplacements inland to sup- 
plement heavy artillery fire, U. S. 
troops bore down on Tinian island in 
the Marianas, while other American 
units broke up frantic Jap counter- 
attacks to consolidate their hold 
on Guam, one of the first U. S. 
possessions to fall to the enemy 
after Pearl Harbor. 


By establishing beachheads all 
along the: northern New Guinea 
coast, General MacArthur succeed- 
ed in trapping thousands of Japa- 
nese troops in between, and many of 
these were attempting to upset the 
American lines before the steel noose 
could be drawn around them tighter. 


U. S. LAND: 


Disposal Program 


Government decision to auction off 
8,000,000 acres of surplus farm land 
originally required for war pur- 
poses, has created a mild tempest in 
Washington, D. C., with the Farm- 
ers’ Union insisting on the Farm Se- 
curity administration’s handling of 
the disposal as part of its tenant- 
purchasing program. 


Under plans of Surplus Property 
Administrator William L, Clayton, 
the Reconstruction Finance corpora- 
tion is to supervise the program, 
with appraisals submitted by local 
experts; sales made as promptly as 
possible without disrupting the mar- 
ket; former owners given opportuni- 
ty to repurchase sites, and tracts 
broken up into individual units. 


Spearheading the Farmers’ Union 
opposition, President James G. Pat- 
ton declared that Clayton’s plan 
would lead to dominance of the pro- 
gram by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, with control 
over permanent resources by big in- 
terests. 

Of the $59,004,006 worth of surplus 
property disposed of up to mid-July, 
no real estate was included, Air- 
craft and aircraft equipment made 
up the bulk of the sales, the RFC 
reported. 


CIO: 
Political Power 


Prepared to raise up to $3,000,000 
for the forthcoming elections, and 
planning to organize 
neighborhood politi- 
cal groups with the 
assistance of union 
members, the CIO's 
Political Action com- 
mittee looms as a 
powerful, influenc- 
ing factor in the 
1944 campaigns. 

Headed by Rus- 
slan-born Sidney 
Hillman, chieftain 
of the Amalgamat- 
ed Clothing Workers Union, the 
CIO’s Political Action committee 
calls for: All-out aid to returned 
servicemen; full employment after 
the war at fair wages; good hous- 
ing; medical care and schooling 
for all; equality of opportunity, and 
an adequate social security system. 


First objective of the committee is 
to register every eligible voter for 
the fall elections, and it reportedly 
has spent a substantial part of $300,- 
000 in this work, with another $400,- 
000 available for immediate use.

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GOOD NEIGHBOR: 
Not So Good 


Charging the present Argentine 
government with offering friendly 
support to Axis establishments and 
scotching the solidarity of western- 
hemispheric opposition to the ene- 
my, the U. S. government reasserted 
its non-recognition of the new re- 
zime. 

Indulging in no diplomatic double- 
talk, the government, through Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull, brand- 
ed Argentina as a “deserter to the 
Allied cause,”’ then went on to 
charge that the new regime assisted 
Axis subcontractors to bid on work 
utilizing American material, and 
also allowed distribution of imported 
newsprint to Axis papers attacking 
the United Nations’ cause, 


TIRES: 


Less Heavies 


Because of the army’s increased 
demands, and a shortage of man- 
power in manufacturing plants, ci- 
vilian allocations of heavy and small 
truck and bus tires for August were 
sharply reduced, while the quota for 
passenger use remained unchanged, 

Although the War Production 
board recognized that the present 
grave truck and bus tire situation 
may result in a curtailment of es- 
sential transportation, it revealed 
that the army refused to consent to a 
diversion of its earmarked stocks to 
civilians. 

In tendering his resignation as 
Rubber Director, Bradley Dewey de- 
clared that U. S. plants were now 
producing synthetic rubber at a rate 
of 836,000 tons yearly, and that fu- 
ture manufacturing costs may even- 
tually be cut to 12 cents a pound. 


U.S. SENATE: 


New Faces 


When the next congress convenes, 
Senators Ellison ‘Cotton Ed’’ Smith 
(S. C.) and Hattie 
Caraway (Ark.) will 
not be among the 
members. 

Dean of the sen- 
ate with 36 years of 
service and famed 
for his champion- 
ship of the farm- 
ers, “Cotton Ed" 
was defeated for re- 
nomination for a 
seventh term by 
Goy. Olin D. John- 
ston, former textile 
worker. Besides his

Army Sets Pace 

With the war department declar- 
ing monthly war production goals 
were not bejng met, and output of 
materials was $400,000,000 behind 
schedule during the present quar- 
ter, the army service forces set the 


pace for increased delivery by put-. 


ting both its military and civilian 
personnel on a 54-hour week in all 
establishments with unfinished work. 

There was no indication of how 
many of the army’s 1,250,000 em- 
ployees in arsenals and depots would 
go on the extended week with the 
civilian personnel paid time and a 
half for all work over 40 hours, but 
the order was expected to affect 50,- 
000 persons at all headquarters of 
the service forces. 

Army plants operating on three 
shifts were exempted from the or- 
der. Where compliance would re- 
sult in a surplus of labor, workers 
would be transferred to other jobs. 


MYSTERY STORY 


Publishers report a nationwide de- 
mand for mysteries—detective fic- 
tion and horror and ghost tales. Ay- 
erage sale of a mystery book has 
risen from 3,500 to 8,500. Stories by 
widely known authors are selling up 
to 20,000 copies each. 

Psychologists believe the mystery 
books come into greatest favor dur- 
ing times of strain and crisis be- 
cause ‘‘they provide the purest kind 
of escape-mechanism,”’ They enable 
the reader to forget the war for a 
little while.

PEANUT WORM IS 
FOUND IN MANY FLELDS; 
AGENT ADVISES POISONING 


By Hugh D, Sexton, Co, Agt. 


On Saturday morning of last 
week the Agent and Assistant 
Agent found the velvet bean cat- 
erpillar present in all fields visited 
along the Hnterprise Highway 
from the Dale County line to En- 
erprise, This worm has also been 
found on Mr. J. N, Wallace's 
field at New Brockton, Mr, Wal- 
lace found this worm after mak- 
ing a close check in one of his 
fields, Farmers are reminded 
that this is the same worm that 
almost ruined the 1939 peanut 
crop. 

Farmers are urged to examine 
their peanut plants at least twice 
a week, The only way to deter- 
mine whether or not the worms 
are present is to pull up the plants 
about over the field, shake them 
over & newspaper or on the clean 
ground and see what comes off. 
The Agent has learned from ac- 
tual experience that the best way 
to examine a plant is to pull it up 
carefully, look on the ground un- 
der the plant before shaking the 
plant, and then spread a news- 
paper down and shake the plant 
several times over the newspaper, 

The recommendations for fight- 
ing this worm is to dust immedi- 
ately after finding an average of 
10 worms per plant, with 10 to 12 
pounds of cryolite per acre. 

The Agent is convinced that 
this threat is sufficient cause to 
be alarmed. Farmers are urged 
to use every means within their 
power to get dusting equipment 
located. Farmers are also re- 
minded that the supply of cryo- 
lite is plentiful but that local 
dealers cannot afford to stock 
quantities of this material unless 
requested to do so by farmers,

Tops 98 Billion

PRODUCTION: 
Boost Needed 


Because of an upward revision in 
the requirements of heavy artillery 
and ammunition, transport equip- 
ment, aerial bombs and communica- 
tions equipment, U. S. armament 
production must be speeded up by 
24 per cent by October, Lieut. Gen. 
Brehon Somervell of the army serv- 
ice forces declared. 


Revealing that manpower short- 
ages were the principal deterrents 
to increased production, General 
Somervell said that contributing fac- 
tors to the tight situation were ab- 
senteeism, a search for peacetime 
jobs and the unpleasantness and low- 
er pay for work in such critical 
heavy industries as forgings and 
castings. 

As Allied lines lengthened and the 
pace of battle stepped up requiring 
longer columns of transport and 
more and more munitions, the need 
for trucks, shells, bullets, etc., will 
continue to rise, General Somervell 
said, demanding stepped-up output. 


U. S. BUDGET: 
Near 100 Billion 


Figuring on Germany’s defeat be- 
fore next summer but a longer war 
against Japan, Budget Director Har- 
old D. Smith estimated U, S. expend- 
itures of 981% billion dollars during 
the fiscal year ending next June 30. 


Of the total of 98% billion dollars, 
about 89 billion will be for the war, 
Smith said, with possible increases 
in the event that the European con- 
flict is prolonged, requiring a great- 
er output of munitions. 

With receipts estimated at 45% bil- 
lion dollars, there will be a deficit 
of over 52% billion, Smith predicted, 
with the national debt rising to over 
250 billion dollars. 


PACIFIC: 
Deadly Enemy 


Pocketed by closing American 
pincers on all of the South Pacific 
fronts, Japanese soldiers were des- 
perately fighting to the last, with 
U. S. troops literally advancing over 
their dead bodies. 


Following the heavy enemy loss 
on Saipan, no less than 7,893 enemy 
dead were counted in the fighting 
on Guam, with Japanese units still 
resisting, while 5,000 fell on Tinian, 
with scattered bands directing 
sniper fire from caves and dugouts. 


To the south along the northern 
New Guinea coast where a succes- 
sion of U. S. landings between 
enemy forces cut them off from one 
another, fierce Japanese efforts to 
hack their way out of the steel trap 
were countered by heavy American 
resistance, 


DRAFT: 


Tighten Inductions 


Although selective service re- 
affirmed its present policy of con- 
centrating on the induction of men 
under 26, Draft Director Lewis B. 
Hershey prodded local boards into 
calling all men over that age not 
engaged in an essential occupation. 

At the same time, Director Her- 
shey instructed authorities to clean 
up the reclassification of all men 
over 26 in essential industry from 
1-A, only leaving non-deferables in 
that group. 

Originally, selective service’s pol- 
icy of concentrating on induction of 
men under 26 permitted postpone- 
ment of the drafting of all men over 
26 regardless of the status of their 
occupation.

EUROPE: 
Drive On 


Smashing through weak, disorgan- 
ized German resistance, U. S. forces 
bursting out of Normandy plowed 
into Brittany, with powerful motor- 
ized columns driving on the big sea- 
port of Brest and the Nazi sub- 
marine base of St. Nazaire. 


While Lieut. Gen. Omar Bradley's 
U. S. forces put the foe to route in 
the west, British troops smashed 
forward in the central and eastern 
sector of the front against stronger 
German resistance, with the enemy 
seeking to retard the advance with 
continual armored counterattacks. 
With prisoners streaming to the Al- 
lied rear, the bag was over 100,000 
since D-day. 


Disembarkation point for dough- 
boys during World War I and sec- 
ond largest port in France, Brest, 
along with Cherbourg, would give 
the Allies important terminals for 
the convenient supply of their 
armies after repair of the Nazis’ ex- 
tensive demolitions to facilities, . 

The once proud Polish capital of 
Warsaw became a flaming battle- 
ground for the second time during 
the war as Russian forces battered 
through its eastern environs on the 
central sector of the eastern front. 


On the northern end of the front, 
the Reds strove to seal an estimat- 
ed 300,000 German 
troops cut off in the 
Baltic states from 
other Nazi units 
sorely pressed 
around Hast Prus- 
sia by Russian 
forces under com- 
mand of 38-year-old 
Gen. Ivan Chernia- 
khovsky. 

With the Russians 
only about 125 miles 
from central Ger- 
many on the south- 
ern end of the front, the Nazis were 
putting up a stand behind the Vis- 
tula river, while Hungarian and Ru- 
manian troops guarded the moun- 
tainous gateways to the Balkans. 


In northern Italy, Allied forces 
girded for a full scale assault upon 
the enemy’s vaunted ‘‘Gothic Line,” 
with their advance on the new forti- 
fication system hewn in the moun- 
tainous terrain slowed by the foe’s 
stubborn stand before the art center 
of Florence. 


DIPLOMACY: 
Swing to Allies 


With the Allies battering in Ger- 
man defenses throughout Europe, 
neutral Turkey, with one eye closely 
cocked on the impending peace ta- 
ble, took another step toward the 
United Nations ranks by breaking 
off political and economic relations 
with the Nazis. 

Meanwhile, little Finland moved 
to reassert her independence with 
Marshal Baron von Mannerheim as- 
suming the presidency from. Risto 
Ryti, who had bound the country to 
a finish fight against Russia by Ger- 
many’s side. With the Nazis report- 
ed to be pulling troops out of Fin- 
land, there was talk of peace nego- 
tiations with Moscow, with the Reds 
demanding restoration of the 1940 
border. 

With Allied victories in Europe 
consolidating their position in the 
Near East, Turkey sought to gain 
their favor by breaking with Ger- 
many, but not before it had ob- 
tained promises of military assist- 
ance in the event that the Nazis 
should attack the country.

STRIKE: 
Philly Tied Up 

Production of radar, heavy artil- 
lery, bombs and other ordnance was 
seriously hampered in Philadelphia 
when transportation lines running to 
the surrounding war plants were 
paralyzed by a strike of 6,000 bus, 
trolley and subway operators over 
the hiring of Negro drivers. 

Adding to the transportation tie- 
up, which was only partially relieved 
by OPA's increase in gas rations to 
permit use of automobiles, were 
scores of clashes between whites 
and negroes, flaring throughout the 
whole city and accompanied by ex- 
tensive damage to property and loot- 
ing. 

Although the army took over 
operation of the lines upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's orders to carry 
workers to their vital jobs, drivers 
persisted in striking unless the com- 
pany discontinued its newly estab- 
lished practice of hiring negroes. 


ROBOTS: 
Damage Reported 

Over 4,500 persons killed; 14,000 
seriously injured and many more 
only slightly hurt; 17,000 houses to- 
tally destroyed and 800,000 dam- 
aged to varying degrees—that was 
the toll taken by the Germans’ ro- 
bot bombs during a seven week pe- 
riod, Prime Minister Churchill said, 

Churchill revealed the extent of 
the robot damage during a speech 
in which he declared that the shape 
of military events throughout the 
whole perimeter of Hitler's Fortress 

H Europe indicated a possible early 
victory, with continuing American 
successes in the, Pacific also raising 
hopes for a shortened war against 
Japan, 

Although admitting the severe 
damage from the robots, Churchill 
sald that the shower of buzz-bombs 
would not crack British morale, add- 
ing: ‘There is no question of divert- 
ing our strength from the extreme 
prosecution of the war or allowing 
this particular infliction to weaken in 
any way our energetic support of 
our Allies.” 


BABY SERUM 


A method of immunizing infants 
against diphtheria and whooping 
cough by a single injection of serum 
has been developed by three doc- 
tors connected with the Evanston, 
Il, health department. The phys- 
icians mixed diphtheria toxoid and 
pertussis (whooping cough) vaccine 
and injected 649 infants over a five- 
year period with a high degree of 
success. Doses were given at three- 
week intervals and one week inter- 
vals. The longer period gave more 
satisfactory results,
